But I believe theſe 
Indulgences are nothing. but the writ- 
ten Tables ſurrounded with leaves with- 
out fruit, as well as their Chappels are 
nothing elſe but. miracles of Wax, and 
are laden only with the workmanſhip 
of their Impoſtors. 
 F. T know not what to ſay thereof, 
you ought to know it better than I : if 
that be true they are great abuſes. 
But. you ſay nothing of the Sermons 
they preach at -home and elſewhere 5 
ou cannot diſallow that the Religious 
ellowſhips are the Nurſeries of Prea- 
chers;,who diſperſe themſelves through.

is from thence that Labourers are

P. That ſort of people are of the b 
Mageriens Religion, who worſhip Ju- 
piter the duſty, and whoſe Oratory 
had no cieling 3 yet they will tell you, 
that they have the right of Nomina- 
tion and Preſentation, and that they 
are the. Primitive -Patrons and Do- 
NOrs. 

F, Tis true, they are the Patrons, 
for they have patroniſed themſelves 
ito our Revenues: they are Primi- 
tive, for they are before-hand with 
us, and are the firſt that take ourſ 
money. 

P. They are in regard of benefits, 
even as dire Lotds are in reſpect © 
Fonds, whereof they draw the profit 
without manuring. 

F. We are then their Emphriotes, 
and by conſequence they our Lords; dy 

nay} * 
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nay rather qur Surgeons, for they 
bleed us. 
- Þ. Yea, @#c. But to return to our 
purpoſe ; in my opinion this right 
of Nomination and Patronage , 
name it as you pleaſe, 18a great a- 
buſe.

F. Softly; you expreſs things after 
a ſtrange rate ; Do you call that ſpeak- 
ing neatly 2?

A Prieſt 
ſhould wait for his juſtification, by 
his ſufficiency and his virtue, whereof 
he ought to have given proofs with- 
in the Dioceſs, .by a probation of cer- 
tain time, before he be admitted to 
bear the name of Paſtor. 

P. This ought to be done every-. 
where: in Truth Mr. De Sans was a. 
Prelate, he was inceſſantly buſted a- 
bout reforming his Dioceſs, and did 
ſharply keep | la. the Monks | 
I have always had a particular vene- 
ration for him, ſince he took thoſe 
poor Nis of St. Clare of Provence, 
out of the Cordeliers Claws, who were 
their directors. 

F. I have wondered a hundred 
times, how Biſhops ſuffer Nuns to be 
governed by thoſe filthy Varlets. 

P. The Facobins have done no leſs 


in ſach houſes as were under their 
D + Con: 
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Condua: when I was a Schollar in a 
City of Languedock, I often went to 
viſit one of my kinſwomen. R 
| She was a Nun in a Monaſtery of | 
St. Katherine of Sienna, whoſe dire- 
for was a Facobin, a man of years, 
and of a good countenance 3 but o- 
therwiſe a great prater and babler, 
whom I did often ſerve at Maſs. This 
Father, being in the Veſtry, after he 
had undreſt, did tell the Maids a thou- 
ſand ſtories. IT heard him once tell a 
young one, that he had the laſt night 
dreamed of her, and that ' in that 
dream he had ejaculatory Prayers, 
with great ſighs and tenderneſs of 
heart, Another time, entertaining 
himſelf with two. of thoſe Maids, he 
told them what a devotion he had for 
Breſts, and that to enter into Paradiſe, 
he- was in the mind that one muſt 
firſt be in favour with Breſts 3 that it 
was to renew the Martyrdom and Per- 
{ecutions of the Primitive-Church, to 
keep thoſe innocent Breſts impriſoned, 
and to hinder them from ſeeing day- 
light 5 that they would anſwer mw 
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fore God Almighty, for ufing ſo much 
cruelty towards them, by not ſuffer- 
ing them to breath in the open air, and 
for ſmothering them in ſo narrow a 
Priſon. 

F. Darſt he prate of thele folliesto 
them ? 

P. That had been but 'a ſmall mat- 
ter only to prate of them, had he not 
ated alſo.

P. The provoking of thoſe waſps is 
a dangerous matter for they go about 
the Vatican buzzing, and. perforce 
muſt have their demands granted. 
The Pope muſt certainly excommuni- 
cate, and pronounce Arathemas on all 
ſuch. as they pleaſe, otherwiſe all 
would be ſpoiled. When William of 
St. Amour had put forth againſt them 
his Book, De periculis noviſſimorum 
temporum, of the danger of the laſt 
days, they cry'd out upon it, and ſo. 
| much 
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much debated the ſame, that Pope 
Alexander the fourth was forced to 
give, one upon the-neck of the other, 
Forty Bulls in their favour, for con- 
demning of this Book ; which though 
it was burnt by reaſon of their ear- 
neſt ſuit, was notwithſtanding after- 
wards ( pray take notice of this ) ac- 
knowledged and declared innocent by 
the voice of the whole Conſiſtory. 
Yet after all this, theſe Furies did ſo be- 
ſtir themſelves,that they obtained ano- 
ther Bull, by which the Author of it 
was prohibited to enter France 2 
and the Univerſity of Sorboxne to re- 
ceive him. | 

F, "Tis certainly true, what Alexan- 
der the ſixth did fay, that it was bet- 
ter to have offended the moſt Potent 
King in the world, than a Franciſcar, 
or Dominican Fryer. 

P. And did not Paxl the Fifth more 
fear the Monks diſcontent, than that 
of the republique of Yerice ? 

F. Then I ceaſe admiring at our 
Popes yielding to them ſo freely their 
demands. 

| P. The 
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P. The Popes are very glad to en- 
tertain them; For do you imagine 
the Triple-Crown did not tremble to 
ſee- four or five hundred thouſand 
Hoods ſtir and grumble? they would 
make the Pope himſelf to paſs for a 
 Heretick, ifhe ſhould deny them their 
demands.

All that would ſtill avail no- 
thing, for being ve werful with 
en. s and Miniſters of State, who 
are afraid to ſend them back diſcon- 
tented, they preſently obtain Orders 
of Councel, prohibiting all Bookſellers, 
and Printers,to expoſe tofale,or publiſh 
ſuch Books upon pain of Death, as

- By 
this means they ſeize on a mans mind 
at the firſt ſally, and asI may fo ſpeak, 
make him a Proſclite to them by a 
crafty Countermine. But this is not 
the ſole advantage which they have, 
for as Monks make it much their by- 
lines to travel up -and down a]moſt 
all Countries, and ſo conſequently 
cant but meet with feveral perſons, 
who have either ſeen Italy or Spain,

things they have taken notice of, are 
of a moſt fingular help and fervice to 
them, and & makes them to be ve- 
ry pleaſant affa charming im their Con- 
verfations: moreover, they are ac- 


 quainted with many excellent Recipes, 


even for moſt fort of diſtempers; for 
you muft know, all Monks are Phy- 
fitians, they underſtand Bnildings, Gat- 
dens, Trees, Flowers, Fountains ; nay 
they alſo make Prefents of ſeeds from 
Foreign Countries, which cauſes them 
to get many a good meals meat. All 
this jo to a great ſtock of con- 
fidence and flattery, makes them to 
be received everywhere, fo that in- 
deed no. door 1s {hut againſt them, 
hay. not fo much as the Cloſet.

was going to huddle over to her, very 
fairly told-him, that ſhehad had about 
her that bleſſed girdle above this 
twelve month : and who gave it you, 
replyed the Axgnſtins, ſeeing that 
his Cake was like to prove dough : it 
was, faith ſhe, the Reverend, Reform- 
ed Angrſtin-Fathers. There are no 
other refermed Axguſtinrs than we, re- 
plies briskly this Mozk; I mean the little 
Fathers, ſays the Lady : they are very 
little Fathers '3n comparifon of us, re- 
ies again the Avguftin, and know, 
dam, that we are the true reformed 
Anguſtins : it doth not belong to the

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"gy any ones to give: the girdle of 
St. Anſtin, for that — only to us. 
Are they not of St. Azſtins order, 
ſaith the Lady to him again ? no, they 
are not, replyed the Auguſtins.  There- 
upon happened to come in a- Bare- 


footed Auguſtin, jult as if God had ſent 


him thither directly. on purpoſe 3 
which made the poor Lady preſently 
to cry out, Father, you.are came ve- 
ry fortunately, to your own 
cauſe. © This Father here ſays, that it 
doth not belong to you to give St. 
Axſtins girdle 3 and why not, Nich the 
Barefooted-Monk ? are we. not Fryers 
of St. Axſtins order? no, you are not, 
ſaith-the other, Oxr Father St. Auſtin 
by bis writing, confeſſes kimſelf, and 
owns that being a Monk, he was not 
Barefooted, neither could be endure it, 
although living in a hot Climate, as 
Africa was. See here his own words 
1n his firſt Sermon of the . Apoſtles, 
Chap. 6. where he ſays, Calceaments 
quibus utimur, coria mortuorum ſunt no- 
bis tegmina pedum. The ſhoves which 
we nſe are made of the shins of dead, 


beaſts,

beaſts, and ſerve for coverings to our 
feet. This is for the going ſhooed, 
and for the great ſleeves, the Bull of 
Alexander the fourth is formal, whic 
faith, Ot Priores univerſ;, ac ſingul; 
fratres ordine Auguſtini antiquis veſti- 
bus ſuis contenti maneant, largas &- 
protenſas manicas, deſuper cucullos defe- 
rant, &- per amplas corrigias. patenter 
ontibus-apparentes; &c. That is to ſay, 
that all the Priors,"##d all-the religi- 
ons perſons f the order 'of St. Auſtin, 
ſhould be cloathed with their antient 
cloathes, wearing broad and long ſleeves, 
whence it follows ( which he added ) 
that there are no other beſides the Au- 
ouſtins wearing ſhoves and ſtockings, and 
with great ſleeves, who follow | the true 
inſtitution of St. Auſtin, and who are 
his true religious perſons. 

F. What could the Barefooted ones 
anſwer againſt -\ach concluding rea- 
ſons for going with ſhooes on, and for 
the ſleeves too? As for my part, I 
ſhould have adjudged the girdle for. 
thoſe who wear ſhoocs, and not to the 


Barefooted. 
— P. The 
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P. The little Father knew very 
well how to ward off the blow ; he 
ſaid that the true Monks of St. Aw- 
ſtins order ought not ſo much to tye 
themſelves to his habit, to his wear- 
ing of ſhooes, and to his {leeves, as to 
his vertues ; and that thoſe were his 
true Children, who were religious ob- 
ſervers of him in goodneſs, rather 
than in exterior things,.. which-con- 
tributed nothing to perfection. This 
hypocritical and ſpecious anſwer did 
ſo mugh pleaſe the old Gentleman and 


his Lady, that the other, whatever he. 
alledged, could not be heard; fo that” 


he went away highly incenſed, lea- 
ving to his enemy the field free and 
open. 

F. So then, the controverfhie was 
decided in favour of the little Az- 
guſtins as to the diſtribution of the 
girdle 

P. Yes, this affair was difpatched ; 
but the reformed Moxk knew .much 
better how to gird it about the good 
old Ladies waſte, afſuring her, that ie 


had been. ſent by Reverend _ 
A 
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| Barnard ( called the Father of Mira- 
cles ), who had bleſled it, and cauſed 
it to touch all their rel1ques of the 
_ 4 t-croſs. 

But was their no jealouſies a- 
monglt the four orders that remained 
in favour ? 

P. Yes, you may eaſily imagine it : 
as much, becauſe they did all make 
cheir viſits t0..one and the ſame end, 
as becauſe every onic of them did cry 
up his own order above all the reſt. 

F. Well, but what did thoſe Juglers 
ſay then ? 

P. The Carmelites did attribute to 
themſelves the right of elderſhipabove 
all the others, ſaying, That they were 
from the time of the written law, be- 
fore the Advent of the Meſſzah, that 
they were deſcended from £1745, that 
their orders were before all the reſt ; 
That he was the fountain of Elias, ' r#z- 
ning down from mount Carmel, and ha- 
ving. been inſtituted by Elias, had been 
rexewed by Elizeus, Ls other children 
of the Prop bets : as alſo by the great 


forerunner * the Goſpel of Chriſt Jef, 


: Ll 
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St. John, who had been ſuperionr of the 


Carmelites order. 

F. . That obſervation is very pretty. 
I never heard before that St. John 
had been a Carmelite; neither can I 
believe it yet, for St. Lake ſays, he ne- 
yer drank any Wine. 

P. That it was he, who reſtored and 


renewed it in the new-law, that they 


order was to endure jo-the-endof "the 


world, to. appaſe "his founder Ehas to 
Antichriſt ; that they had been diſpenſed 
by Honoricus the fourth, from the juriſ- 


\diFiow of Princes and Biſhops ; that 


they were the Brothers of the Virgin, 
that there were three years of in- 
dulgence for thoſe: who ſhould call 
them by that name. The Jacobins 
did brag of their rooting out the 
Albigenſes, to have been made great 
Maſters of the Holy Palace, to de- 
pend only upon the Pope 3 to have 
the right and preheminence of Preach- 
ing in all Pulpits, without the Bz 
ſhops conſent ; to have the priviledg, 
that noble-men and their Ladies ſhould - 
come, and be confeſled before om, 

an 
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and to-no other, that they had power 
of adminiſtring the Sacraments, where- 
ever they thought fit: to conclude,that 
they were exempted from all manner 
of Eccleſtaſtical cenſures. | 

EF. What a deal was here! 

P. The Capuchins lifted up theit 
voice like a Trumpet, and vapour'd, 
that in St. Frarcis's order had been 
6 Emperonrs,--© Kings, 5 Princes, 
66 Dukes, 60 queſſeay Þ17 Earls, 
465 Kings Sons, or Emperours, 6 Popes, 
57 Cardinals, 12 Patriarchs, 128 Arch- 
Biſhops, 590 Biſhops, 920 Martyrs, and' 
57 Canoniſed Saints. 

F. And of what did the Barefooted 
Anguſtins boaſt, I pray now? 

P. Thoſe black Tarlupins * why, 
they call'd themſelves the Profe(lors 
of the Hermetick-life, which they made 
to appear by the length of their Beards, 
and by the nakedneſs of their feet 3 
the legittimate Children of St. A»ſtir, 
his not only pretended, but truly re- 
formed Monks : they did alſo diſplay 
' all their portentous miracles, which 
they daily performed in their _— 
0 
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of our Lady of Laſer in Dauphine. 

F. But what miracles were they;that 
they did ſo much then brag of ? Let 
me hear of ſome, if you can remem- 
ber any. ; 

P. One day the Phyſician being 
come about ſome indiſpoſition of our 
good old Lady, one of theſe Auguſtins 
which were there, acquainted vs. with 
'a miracle newly wrought upon a 
maiden, fangs oane Sole which ha 
been condemned to be hang'd at Va- 
lentia, for having thrown her Child 
Into a River. This Aug»ſtin acquaint- 
ed me then, - that a Capmchin-Fryer, 
named ( if I forget not) Father Mar- 
celin of Montel, having been appoint- 
ed to accompany this unfortunate wo- 
man to the place of execution; did 
make a vow to go and fay Maſs, and 
give thanks in the Ofeer-Chappel, to 
the holy Virgin, in caſe ſhe did de- 
liver this maiden from this infamous 
death The which vow being renew- 
ed by the Capnchirn at the fight of the 
Gibbet, the ſucceſs proved thus, That 
after execution, the maid having been 
| £ut 
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cut down, 'was found to be alive , 
and after ſome reſpite began to ſpeak. 
' Truly this Capnchin-Fryer made a very 
equitable vow, the Doctor, to 
keep from the hands of Juſtice, a Mo- 
ther which had drowned her Child. 
But Father, do you eall this a miracle ? 
yes (aurely, tis one, replyed the Auguſtin : 
ay, but F do not call that a miracle, ſays 
the Phyſician, 'tis an effect which may 
be attributed to a natural cauſe ; for 
beſides that there are examples enough 
to prove that a criminal hath ſurvi- 
ved. his puniſhment , may it- not be 


likely, that the executioner may have 
been greaſed in the fiſt on the' behalf 
of a young woman , for whom the 
Capuchin might have made vows ? Alas, 
Sir, miracles are not to be jeſted with- 
al, fays this Azſtin-Fryer with earneſt- 
neſs. ' I nm not with miracles, replys 
C 


the "ay ian , but I deny this to be 
one; for without being in any neceſſ1- 
ty to bring reaſons peculiar to my pro- 
tefton, why: will you not have it ſo, 
that. the executioner may have. ſpared 
a maid, for whom a ig. -) 
a 
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had a kindneſs ? and that being grant- 
ed me, as it may be very probably be- 
lieved, then 1t will prove but a mira- 
cle of love, which hath triumph'd o- 
ver the rope of an executioner, af- 
ter 1t had triumptied over that be- 
longing to the Copachin-F ryer. We 
all burſting forth- in a laughter, by 
reaſon of this pleaſant joke , the Fa- 
ther was ſo confounded, that he could 
not reply otherwiſe, ſave that Phyſici- 
ans had no religion, and did acknow- 
leds no other Deity beſides Na- 
ture. | 

'F. But if you pleaſe, we'll return 
to thoſe Monks boaſtings. Do they 
not produce ſome quarrels amongſt 
them ? for this would be a greater 
miracle than that which St. Aubin did 
alledg, if theſe kind of people had 
been long without quarrelling, 

P. They did contain as much as 
was poſſible in the Preſence of the 
old Gentleman, and his Lady; but it _ 
happened one day, that they fell out 
briskly in the garden. 

F. I ſhould be glad to underſtand 
how It was. H 2 P. Our 
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P. Our old Gentleman finding him- 
ſelf indiſpoſed, I know not how, but 
they had notice of it, and the next 
day they all came almoſt at the ſame 
time, and hover'd over” him round 
about his bed. 

F. Tis not a queſtion to be asked, 
whether or no they complemented him 
from the Brother-hood. 

P. O, no! theſe fellows clung to 
him as cloſe as Bees ! aſſuring him, that 
the Brother-hood were partakers of 
his indiſpoſition, and that they dired- 
ed their vows and their prayers to 
heaven for his recovery ; that they 
wiſhed they were able to divide his 
diſtemper amongſt themſelves 3 that 
the Reverend Father Provizcial, the 
Reverend Father Aſſzſtart, the Reve- - 
rend Father Definitor, the Reverend 
Father Prior, the Reverend Father 
Guardian, the Reverend Father Vicar, 
the Reverend Father Pro&or, the Re- 
verend Father Le&urer, the Reverend 
Father Preacher, and the Reverend 
Father Sacriſtan, the Reverend Fa- 


ther Baſſill, the Reverend Father Polz- 
carp us, 
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carpus, the Reverend Father Appollina- 
ris, the Reverend Father Eleazar, the 
Reverend Father Amable, the Reve- 
rend Father Marcellin, the Reverend 
Father Gregory, the Reverend Father 
Antony, the Reverend Father Martiall, 
the Reverend Father Bonadventure, 
the Reverend Father Gratziar, the Re- 
verend Father Lewjs, the Reverend 
Father Boniface, the Reverend Father 
Archangell, the Reverend Father Pro- 
tazs, did kiſs his hands. 

 F. Whata parcel of Reverend Fa- 
thers are here ? 

P. That they had all of them faid 
Maſs on his behalf to beg. of God 
his health, and would not fail to give 
themſelves the honour of waiting up- 
on him in aviſit. The Carmelite brought. 
him a ſmall thred of Elza''s Cloak, the 
which (as they ſay) their order hath 
inherited : the Facobin gave him a 
grain, which he aſſured him was from 
St. Dominicus's Roſary. The Auguſtin 
in a ſmall ſacred Rag, bleſſed by the 
miraculous Father MET an the 
| Capuchin, preſented him wah. a little 
H 3 piece 
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piece of their Generals-Coat, who had 
ey paſſed through France. 

 F. How mfolently do they abuſe 
peoples credulity ? 

P. Every one of them had brought 
for a companion his Reccher-Apothe, 
cary 3 theſe Apothecanies did like. 
wiſe play their parts very well, the 
one preſented him with a ſmall box 
of Corroborative Opiat , another with 
a Viol of precious ſpecifick eſſence, to re- 
eſtabliſh natural heat; another with 
a moſt admirable El;xir, and the 0- 
ther with Lozexges, proper to looſen 
that viſcous phlegm which lay upon 
tits Lungs. 

F. But as to the quarrel? 

P. Theſe Fathers having then feaſt- 
ed their paunches with the Lady at 
one fide of the old Gentlemans bed, 
every one of them in their turn fell ' 
to talk of the miracles of their orders; 


_ © efpedially the Carmelite, who did, and 


not without a great deal of reaſon, ex- 
tremely value himfclf upon theQuality 
of the Virgins Brother ; at laſt riſing 
from table, being gone to walk in the 
ENS Garden, 
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Garden, the Facobin, who was a wag, 
addreſſing himſelf to me, told me, We 
are all much troubled, theſe Fathers, 
and my ſclf, that this good Gentleman, 
by reaſon of his indifpoltion, hath 
not been able to eat with us; but we 
had this comfort. to have dined with 
two of our Saviours Uncles, How! Fa- 
ther, ſaid IT? At firſt not compre-

What ! did you accuſe 
the whole order for the fault of one 
particular perſon ? ſays'the Jacobi : 
and you, good Sir, have you, not 
ſpoke it too againſt the whole order 
of Carmehztes 2 and you Carmelites, re- 


 plyed the Jacobiz, are very pleafant 


H 4 fel- 
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fellows to take upon you the Title 
of Brother to the Vrrgir, and to make 
us believe you are deſcended from 
Elias, as if we were ignorant that Al- 
merick, Patriarch of Antioch , and 
Legat to the Pope, came to mount Car- 
zel the year 1160, and did there 
aſſemble ſome Hermites, who had nei- 
ther inſtitution, nor rule, but lived 
after their own fancy about that 
mountain 3 and that he did reduce 
them to a body, to whom the ſaid 
Patriarch did give a Waldenfis to be 
ſuperiour over them, named Barthol- 
dus : that before it was no religious 
and monaſtick order, but only ſome 
ſolitary perſons that were wandrin 
here and there, who being reduce 
to a body, are but abortive, as Polydore 
Virgil calls them ; neither did they 
take the figure of any religious or- 
der, till under Innocent the third, 
who lived about 480 years fince. And 
you ! whence come you, faith the Car- 
mrelite, you are come from the Humi- 
liati, whowere pittiful miſerableſlaves, 
which the Emperour Frederick Barba- 
| roſſa 
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roſſa had brought from Lombardy into 


Germany , whom being come to pro- 
ſtrate themſelves at his feet, he took | 
pity on, ang! diſcharged them, and af- 
terwards they wore white Cloathes, 
Juſt as you do; and it 1s from thoſe 

ople that St. Dominicus made up his 

ilitia, The Barefooted Auguſtin 1n- 
termedling m the quarrel, faid to the 
Carmelite, T wonder Father, that you 
have made no mention of the Cloak 
ſtriped with white and red, which 
you heretofore did wear, and which 
might ſerve to mark and blazon your 
antiquity. Dare you prate of anti- 
quity, replyed briskly the. Carmelite 2

ſcore years; pittiful Poſrhumes of a 
Father, who dyed 1300 years before 
your appearing 1n the world. Alas! 
Father, ſays the Capuchir, who as yet 
had not ſpoke a ſyllable, ought there 
to be ſo much wrath and fierceneſs un- 
der the Virgins cloathing ? The Car- 
melite, (ceing that- he likewiſe was for

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had you, ſaid he angerly 2 Will you 
not ſay 'tis the habit of St. Francis, 
which you wear? and that you are 
his Children? as if it were not well 
enough known, that it 1s 8ne Mathers 
Bask.y, who gave you birth, and that 
you are only Bo ſquees, &c.

amien; Troth thou art a pretious 
bit to give a Gliſter . to our blind- 
cheeks 3 yes, and you too a pure ſtick 
of wood, to apyly a plaiſter to the 
| Navel of Mrs. R. waiting-woman. I 
was ſorry they were diſturbed, - for 
they were in the way of diſcovering 
pleaſant rogueries— 
| #. Ay, that would have been as 
good as a farce. wy 
' P. I could tell you likewiſe, of a 
| pleaſant 
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pleaſant quarrel which the Minimes 
were the cauſe of. 

F. How! the Minimes 2 Are thoſe 
fellows known there ? 

P. Yes, they made themſelves to be 
very well known. 

F . Pray let us by all means hear 
this. | 

P. They had for a long while ob- 
ſerv'd the haunt, and watch'd for an 
opportunity to get in among them, to 
accompliſh their deſign. They accoſt- * 
ed one Mrs Iſabe/, who had been a 
Chambermaid in that Houſe, and ha- 
ving given her the Habit and Cord of 
St. Francis of Paula, they ſent her, be- 
ing well documentized before-hand, 
to give a viſit to her old Miſtreſs: And 
this cunning baggage having made her 
firſt Complements, did ſo manage 
her buſineſs, and fo often handle her 
Cords, that the good old Gentlewo- 
man demanded of her. what it wasz 
then ſhe who waited for nothing elle, 
told her, that it was St. Francis of 
Paula his Cord, and you ſee, Madam, 
I (till wear his Habit: I was very much 

troubled 
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troubled with a pain in my Kidneys, 
ſince I lay inlaſt, and knew not how 
to get any eaſe, when an old Woman, 
( —_— beſeech God to bleſs continu- 
ally for it , and who lives near the 
Minimes of Place Royal) giving me a 
viſit, did counſel me to take the Habit 
atid Cord of St. Francis of Paula; and 
ſince I have been perfectly well. Says 
the old Gentlewoman, you do me the 
greateft kindneſs in the world to ac- 

uaint me with this news: Is there 
{ich a Friery of them? O yes, Madam, 
and a very lovely one too. I do aſſure 
you, that I will ſhortly get oneto gird 
me withall; for I haveſuch intolerable 
pains in my back that they e'en diſtract 
me. The good old Gentleman, who' 
was now pretty well recovered, came 
in as we were juſt ſpeaking thus : Ah ! 
my Dear, ſays{he, do vou not ſee Mrs 
Tbell in the Habit, and with the Cord 
of St. Francis of Paula? She tells me 
that ſince ſhe hath worn it, ſhe finds 
her ſelf very much relieved of a pain

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you will let me, Deareſt, wear that 
holy Habit, and be of that Friery. I 
am very well contented you ſhould, 
ſays her Husband ; but it were conve- 
nient, that you ſhould firſt ſpeak to 
one of thoſe good Fathers. Sir, replies 
Mrs. Iſabel/, T will take care of that, I 
know one who is a moſt zealouſ]y reli- 
gious perſon; but beſides, if you pleaſe, 
I will cauſe the Taylor, who made me 
this Suit, to come hither: Ay , do, 
with all my heart, ſaid both the old 
Folks ; and preſently after, the Lady 
tript away as cheerfully, as if ſhe had 
been half cur'd already. b 

F. Ha! This went not much amils 
for the firſt Scene.--- 

P. IT will acquaint you with the ſe- 
quel of it. The Taylor comes the 
next day to make her this Habit, and 
the day following fails not to wait t- 4 
on her, with the principal of the Mz- 
nimes of Place-Royal, a perſon of a 
very venerable aſpect, nd one who 
had abundance of Croſles and Meddals 
hanging at his Girdle 3 belides, he was 


a man that could ſpeak rarely well, 
; and 
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and he complemented our old Gentle- 
man and his Lady in 'a moſt delicate 
ſtile. T remember amongſt other things, 
he ſaid, That when it was told him, 
how that her Ladyſhip would be one 
of the Third Order of St. Francis of 
Paula, the whole Friery teſtified a 
a moſt incredible joy at the news; 
for it immediately ran throughout 
the whole Order ) inſomuch that it 
cauſed a publick acclamation there; 
that it . was not a greater honour for 
« his moſt happy Patriarch to have been 
ſent for by Lewzs the XI., and to have 
been received at the Court of fo great 
a King, than for himſelf, to have the 
freedom of Ingreſs and Regrels into ſo 
pious and devout a Family, and to 
We the honour of being imployed, 
to give her Ladyſhip the Habit and 
Cord of his Order : That indeed both 
the Habit and the Cord did appear in 
the eyes of the World, but as a vile 
. and contemptible thing, and of a dark 
and dead Colour; but that in Gods e- 
ſteem, they were pretious, and not 
only of a Lively, but of a Vivifying 
Colour ; 
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Colour: That clothing ones ſelf with 
that dark Habit , her Ladyſhip did 
Cloath her ſelf with a Cloud, but that 
it was of one of thoſe whereof Job 
did ſpeak, which did enlighten 3 or 
elſe of that Cloud mention'd in Exo- 
dxs, 1n which the Lord was pleaſed to 
cauſe his Glory to appear, Gloria Do- 
mini apparnit in anbe; (0 that hereafter 
he did look upon her Ladyſhip not as 
a mortal perſon, but like unto that 
Angel in the Revelations, whom St. 
Jahn ſaw cloathed with a Cloud. 

F. That Father did lift up himſelf 
very much in the Clouds : But: how- 
ever here 1s on this Habit very much 
Imbroidery, both of the Old and New 
Teſtament. 

P. After ſome other Complements 
and Diſcourſe, not belonging to our 
bulineſs ; to prepare the Lady for the 
worthy receiving of this Habit and 
Cord, he read unto her a Le&ure of 
the Rule of the Third Minimetan Or- 
der, contained in a ſmall Book which 
he preſented to her; how that by that 
Rule, the day you are received into 

the 
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the Friery, you muſt confeſs your ſelf 
and receive the Sacrament : Therefore, 
the next day, the Lady intending to 
be received, did acquit her ſelf of all 
thoſe pious duties 1n the Chappel of 
the Houſe, Confefling her ſelf to that 
Father, hearing Maſs, receivin 

the Sacrament.and the Habit and Cord 
at his hands; but before ſhe came to 
this laſt action,this venerable Patriarch, 
ſeeing you term them ſo, could not 
keep - himſelf from playing one of his 
Pranks: He then acquainted this good 
- old Lady, That although by the Rule 
of the Third Order of St. Francis of 
Paula, Lay-people were only to have 
the Cord with two Knots, as it is in 
the 7th page of the ſaid Rule, yet not- 
withſtanding to oblige her Ladyſhip, 
and to unite her to their Order by a 
more particular Tye, he did bring her 
a Cord with five Knots; the fame 
which theſe Monks wear who are ho- 
nour'd with the Order of the Prieſt- 
hood, that by that means ſhe might 
enjoy:all theImmumities, Prerogatives, 
Preheminences, Bleſtings and _— 

C- 
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belonging to the Holy Prieſthood, that 
as' It was an extraordinary favour 
which as yet had not been granted; to: 
any Lay perſon, that the nceſſion. 
might be the more ſure and —_ - 
ca], he had cauſed the whole 
of Monks to aſſemble themſelves, peed
